NOTE: The claims were amended from a predetermined input and computer program to include the new issue of a 
specified user input and specified computer program which raises new issues that would require further consideration. 
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Response to Arguments 



1. Applicant's arguments filed 8/8/2005 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant states "the transmitting method (claim 1) comprises a step of transmitting 
a broadcast signal produced by superimposing a second signal on a first signal and transmitting 
additional information including acquiring information and the second signal. That is, two 
signals are transmitted concurrently." However, the claim recites: "A transmitting method for 
transmitting a predetermined broadcast signal together with predetermined additional 
information, said method comprising: 

constructing said additional information in which acquiring information necessary to 
acquire related data related to said broadcast signal and a second signal are disposed, wherein 
said broadcast signal is a signal in which said second signal is superimposed also on a first 
signal, and 

transmitting said broadcast signal, and transmitting said additional information, in which 
said acquiring information concerning said related data related to this broadcast signal is 
disposed, on plural occasions during the transmission of said broadcast signal." 

The claim does not recite the broadcast signal is transmitted separately from the 
additional information. The claims recites the limitations "transmitting said broadcast signal, 
and transmitting said additional information'. It is the understanding of the examiner that the 
claim recites transmission of two components (broadcast signal and additional information), but 
is silent as to how the two components are transmitted (one signal, plurality of signals, etc.). 
Thus claim 1 and the claims which closely parallel claim 1 do not constitute patentability.
